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The architecture profession charges itself to 
keep abreast of the dynamic changes in 
society. Radically changing demographics 
already are having significant impacts on 
every aspect of our practices and the way 
we conduct business and they have an 
equally significant impact on the kinds of 
people who are and will be practicing, per- 
fecting, and propelling the profession. 


Why should this be of interest to us ? There 
are many reasons, not the least of which is 
survival. Just to stay in practice in this mar- 
ketplace, architects must demonstrate to 
their clients and fellow professionals the 
universality of design. Design must serve all 
people of a// ages and economic status and 
families of every configuration and cultural 
practice. 


If none of that works for you, how about the 
notion that architecture should promote and 
represent the ideals of equity and social 
justice integral to our society ? Or how about 
the notion that the profession is in the dan- 
gerous position of not resembling its client 
base -- the population at large? 


In an attempt to examine and comprehend 
the emerging social realities, the AIA has 
been sponsoring annual diversity confer- 
ences since 1994. 
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The BSA is co-sponsoring the Third Annual 
Diversity Conference in Boston, August 23- 
25, 1996. This year's conference -- "Cross- 
ing Lines: Designing Solutions" -- is of spe- 
cial interest to practitioners, educators, and 
architecture students.

Californian wins $30,000 
Rotch Scholarship

Village growth in the Boston Region explored 


With five students, a studio led by BSA 
Regional Design Committee Chair Robert 
Sturgis FAIA at the Boston Architectural 
Center has examined a possible future for a 
village in the Boston Region. Illustrated with 
a model showing a square mile of the village, 
the study assumed a doubling of population 
in 50 years under the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council's policy of concentrating 
growth at existing centers. The study showed 
that the village would not lose completely its 
present pattern of low-density residential 
development ("suburban sprawl") but might 
offer its citizens of allages more choices with 
less reliance on the personal automobile, 
along with a focus for community buildings at 
a new village green. This is a summary of a 
discussion in February with the students, 
members of the BSA Regional Design Com- 
mittee, and officers of the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council (MAPC). 


Introduction. The BAC students designed 
and built a model to illustrate the existing 
pattern and future possibilities for a 3,000- 
person village that would double to 6,000 in 
50 years at an annual growth rate of 2%. 
Certain projections were made for all age 
groups and lifestyles, such as fewer children 
and more elderly residents. Their needs and 
preferences for public transportation and 
open space were considered. A new focus 
for the village center was proposed. 


Growth. A common rule of thumb nationally 
has been 2% population growth in metropoli- 
tan regions, with two-thirds of that growth 
outside of metro centers. However, later 
statistics for Massachusetts say that the 
State's overall rate is only 0.5%, even less 
near the center and reaching 2.0% only in 
the Route |-495 belt. However, to the extent 
that MAPC's "Metroplan 2000" policy con- 
cerns growth, even a 0.5% growth rate would 
result in about 30% growth in 50 years, more 
in some places, less in others. (But business 
in the center has been growing significantly.) 


Mobility. The design proposed to minimize 
the need for cars, especially a family's sec- 
ond car, by providing foot and bike paths for 
those too old or too young to drive and with 
universal jitney service to the Village Com- 
mon for daily errands and public transporta- 
tion. From the bus station facing the Village 
Common, there would be service to com- 
muter rail (connecting to Boston), to the 
nearest major shopping center, and to ad- 
joining towns. MAPC's "Metroplan 2000" rec- 
ommends that new growth be with one-half 
mile (10-minute walk) of public transit. This 
might be extended to say that existing as well 
as new residences be served by public trans- 
portation within one-half mile. 


Village Center. The center and Village Com- 
mon area should not only include the bus 
station, flanked by convenience shopping 
and parking, but also town offices, a library, 
a gathering place such as an inn, church(es), 
other activities important to the village, and 
a post office (despite the insistence of the 
postal service on moving to low-density pe- 
ripheral sites). 


Would it not be appropriate for a future 
village of 6,000 on 10 square miles, perhaps 
part of a town of 24,000, to have its own 
government? How important is it for com- 
munity identity and spirit that the managers 
of stores and offices serving its daily needs 
be known personally by its people? 


Housing density. Within a five-minute walk 
of the bus station there would be at least 750 
dwelling units for the 20% of the population 
in 2045 who would be unable or prefer not to 
drive. Outside of the village center but as 
close as possible to it, new residential growth 
could be achieved in three ways: addition of 
"granny apartments" to existing houses, 
splitting in half the typical 20,000 s.f. lots with 
120-foot frontage, and subdivision of unbuilt 
land nearest the center. A co-housing devel- 
opment is proposed, a social pattern in 
which cooperation could reduce the need for 
individual errands by auto, whether deliver- 
ing children to school or shopping for grocer- 
ies. 


Although the required re-zoning is unlikely at 
present, it could change as a result of two 
generations of population pressure and the 
desire of the heirs of present property own- 
ers to maximize their investments. Even so, 
it is clear that most of the existing large lots 
would remain. 


Open Space. Open space policy might serve 
not only recreational purposes but also en- 
sure Safe foot and bicycle paths to get from 
homes to schools, playfields, local stores 
and the village center. An open space plan 
should take advantage of town-owned prop- 
erty for bike paths and sidewalks and should 
be included as part of street improvements. 


Environment. More emphasis should be 
placed on the recreational potential of lakes, 
rivers and streams, along with the pollution 
standards in the present "Rivers Bill." Air 
quality standards have influenced land use 
decisions. They should be enforced at least 
to the extent of making two cars per family 
unnecessary. New or expanded sewer sys- 
tems will be needed to accommodate the 
proposed densities. The convenience and 
economy for a more compact community 
would have to be measured against the 
public costs during the next 50 years.

Future. Some students thought that the 
village center would more logically grow from 
existing businesses at intersections rather 
than at a new Village Common. Might such a 
village attract people from elsewhere in the 
region, perhaps for a notable inn or specialty 
store? People might still want and need 
intertown travel to find the right drug store or 
hardware store. What kind of local work 
places might arise from the electronic possi- 
bilities? Who would have predicted the popu- 
larity of video stores of copy centers 50 years 
ago? Technology is changing the ideas of 
what we need. Even waste is beginning to be 
thought of as a resource. 


Planning. MAPC's "MetroPlan 2000" contin- 
ues to be the measure for planning in the 
region. It covers a broad range of issues. 
Should certain goals be targeted? MAPC will 
identify areas in which low-density housing 
should be discouraged. It recommends loca- 
tions for sewers and other infrastructure to 
encourage desirable development. Higher 
densities at centers can lead to other shifts 
toward lower densities and public open space, 
possibly through transfer of development 
rights (TDR). Regional communication and 
mobility is necessary since it is not reason- 
able that each municipality should have spe- 
cialized facilities such as heart transplant 
equipment or a community college. 


There are large-scale objectives such as the 
Logan Express and the Urban Ring, but also 
small-scale objectives such as local bus ser- 
vice. Jitneys are now serving the Longwood 
Medical Area but possibly may not be fea- 
sible in low-density suburbs. There is a large 
number of private jitneys around, probably 
bypassing people going the same way. Per- 
haps small, compact villages will not need 
them. Employment opportunities at trans- 
portation nodes should be encouraged. 


Other large-scale issues: Is it necessary for 
families with small children to live at low 
densities? "Metroplan 2000" suggests that a 
workplace should be within 3 to 5 miles of 
home. To what extent would this limit an 
individual's choice of jobs ? or an employer's 
desire for an adequate labor pool? Should 
more urban neighborhoods in regional sub- 
centers such as Quincy, Waltham and Lynn 
be prepared for a doubling of population?

Architectural education and practice are targets of Carnegie Report 





"Building Community/A New Future for Ar- 
chitecture Education and Practice" is the 
title of a special Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching Report written by 
Ernest L. Boyer (recently deceased) and 
Lee D. Mitgang. This is the long-awaited 
analysis of architectural education in the 
U.S. commissioned a few years ago by the 
AIA, the Association of Collegiate Schools of 
Architecture, the American Institute of Ar- 
chitecture Students, the National Council of 
Architectural Registration Boards, and the 
National Architectural Accrediting Board. As 
we might expect from one of the leading 
educational researchers and research insti- 
tutions in the world, this is a thoughtful, 
careful, and well-written assessment of cur- 
rent practices in architecture schools in North 
America. Copies of the report are available 
from the AIA Book Store at 202-626-7300. 
Excerpts below are provided to suggest the 
flavor of this significant piece of work. 


"..architecture education is really about fos- 
tering the learning habits needed for the 
discovery, integration, application, and shar- 
ing of knowledge over a lifetime...Along with 
the vast potential, however...[we notice] the 
architecture community's long history of fail- 
ure to connect itself firmly to the larger 
concerns confronting families, businesses, 
schools, communities, and society." 


"Even on the college campuses where most 
architecture programs are located, the po- 
tential of design education to enrich learning 
and life has been inadequately explored. We 
discovered that architecture students and 
faculty are too often disconnected from other 
disciplines, and distant from the social and 
cultural mainstream of campus life. At some 
schools, the curriculum seems remote from 
the concerns of clients, communities, or the 
larger challenges of the human condition. 
And at hardly any campus is knowledge of 
architecture considered a basic element of 
the liberal education of all students, what- 
ever their future plans...Architecture stu- 
dents and faculty at many schools seem 
isolated, socially and intellectually, from the 
mainstream of campus life." 


"Schools of architecture...can no longer af- 
ford to be strangers in there own settings. 
They should reach out to students in other 
disciplines, and form scholarly partnerships 
with other professional schools and aca- 
demic departments. Such partnerships would 
surely enrich campus life, create new oppor- 
tunities for integrated learning and research, 
and set the stage for lifelong collaborations 
with other professions. They would also help 
make a knowledge of architecture and de- 
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sign what it always should have been -- and 
essential part of liberal education for al/ 
students, not just those in architecture 
schools." 


"We agree with a faculty member at a south- 
eastern campus who called architecture 
education ‘one of the best systems of learn- 
ing and personal development that has been 
conceived.'...For the nation's 35,524 full- 
and part-time students who attended 103 
accredited degree programs in 1994-95, the 
study of architecture is among the most 
demanding and stressful on campus, but 
properly pursued it continues to offer unpar- 
alleled ways to combine creativity, practical- 
ity, and idealism." 


"...the profession of architecture itself has 
become many professions, some connected 
only tenuously, if at all, to the work of design- 
ing buildings. Architectural practice, further- 
more, is rapidly becoming more global. In 
1994, nearly one-third of U.S. firms with at 
least 20 employees and 15% of firms with 
10-19 employees where engaged in interna- 
tional work...With virtually all architectural 
firms now computerized, markets halfway 
around the globe are quickly becoming as 
accessible as those around the corner. These 
emerging trends -- globalization and com- 
puterization -- have implications for archi- 
tecture education that many schools are 
only beginning to confront." 


"We found, in short, a powerful wellspring of 
social idealism among architecture students, 
practitioners, and educators that is encour- 
aging and remarkable at a time of general 
public skepticism toward all professions. 
The critical challenge, however, is to give 
greater clarity to the many goals we heard 
expressed so that the ideals can become 
more concretely connected to the daily rou- 
tines of architecture education and prac- 
tice." 


"Over the years, schools of architecture 
have been criticized for over-emphasizing 
the artistic dimensions of design, often at the 
expense of technical and practical knowl- 
edge. Some have suggested that architec- 
ture schools are at times more preoccupied 
with the merits of modernism vs. post-mod- 
ernism than in serving the more essential 
goals of the profession and society. 'In three 
years,’ one department chair told us, 'Habi- 
tat for Humanity is going to be the largest 
builder of affordable housing, while archi- 
tects sit around debating the merits of 
deconstructionism. What's wrong with this 
picture?’ " 


"To enrich there mission, we urge that archi- 
tecture practitioners and educators assume 
greater leadership in studying how environ- 
ments affect human well-being, productiv- 
ity, and happiness. The curricula and design 
sequences at architecture schools should 
foster a climate of caring for human needs 
by including more frequent contact with cli- 
ents and communities and by placing more 
emphasis on 'environment-behavior' stud- 
ies." 


"A 20-year-old student...had this to say: 
‘Architecture schools should definitely stress 
social issues more. There is a need to move 
away from building monuments to ourselves 
and towards providing for the needs of the 
larger community." 


"..schools of architecture should provide 
students and faculty with opportunities to 
combine scholarship with service to the na- 
tion. The aim is not only to prepare the young 
for productive careers, but to enable them to 
live lives of dignity and purpose; not only to 
generate new knowledge, but to channel 
that knowledge to humane ends." 


“If anything is clear,...there is no single 'right' 
approach to architecture education, nor any 
single form of scholarship that ought to 
predominate. The need for diversity in pro- 
grams and faculty talent is, in fact, more 
urgent than ever as a changing job climate 
has made it essential that graduates leave 
school prepared to move among careers 
within, and beyond, 'traditional' practice. The 
American Institute of Architecture Students, 
in arecent review of possible career options, 
listed no fewer than 107 ‘alternative’ job 
paths for those studying architecture, from 
jewelry design to facilities planning, yacht 
building, and computer software design. 
Strikingly, traditional practice in architecture 
firms accounted for only five of the possible 
options listed.... ‘There is a relationship be- 
tween diversity in training and diversity in 
practice,’ said Ralph Lerner, Dean of 
Princeton University's School of Architec- 
ture. 'We ought to celebrate the differences.’ 


"...visiting a variety of architecture programs, 
we found questionable the oft-stated claim 
that architecture education is, per se, a 
‘liberal education’. One of the most sobering 
moments of our campus visits occurred 
when we asked a fourth-year student to 
describe his school's humanities courses. 
He replied: 'What are humanities?’ " 


"The ability to speak and write with clarity is 
essential if architects are to assume leader- 


ship in the social, political, and economic 
arenas [in which] key decisions about the 
built environment are being made, and some 
administrators and faculty we met are taking 
those skills seriously. Ball State's architec- 
ture program, for example, has a ‘Writing in 
the Design Curriculum’ program that brings 
English faculty directly into the studio and 
prompts both students and faculty to be 
more mindful of the importance to architects 
of writing well...Overall, however, it was 
disturbing to find how undervalued clear 
communication is at some programs...given 
the urgent need of the architecture profes- 
sion to communicate clearly not only to 
architects but to the public, those shortcom- 
ings deserve higher priority from architec- 
ture educators." 


"It is difficult to imagine that architects can 
ever assume leadership in community af- 
fairs if they cannot express themselves in 
jargon-free English in public forums, or to 
clients." 


"At some schools, we heard students com- 
plain that studio was more about personali- 
ties than principles, a place where the ideol- 
ogy of the instructor became the true cur- 
riculum." 


"The focus must be on changing the prevail- 
ing values within the schools of architecture 
and higher education generally which foster 
fragmentation and inflexibility to those that 
encourage making the connections across 
the disciplines and to the vital concerns of 
communities." 


"The need for diversity...goes to the heart of 
the vitality of the discipline and profession of 
architecture. In 1990, the Association of 
Collegiate Schools of Architecture's 'Code 
of Conduct for Diversity in Architectural Edu- 
cation’ offered six reasons to diversify both 
the faculty and the student body: promoting 
social justice, improving the climate of archi- 
tectural education for all, recruiting the best 
talent from the widest possible pool, in- 
creasing sensitivity to the full range of future 
clients, teaching students to work in a global 
marketplace, and fostering diversity within 
the profession." 


"The choice between the caring climate or a 
‘boot camp' strategy...is not just a sentimen- 
tal issue. Historically, the value of having 
architecture education take place on a col- 
lege campus has rested on the belief that 
students can gain a breadth of knowledge 
and intellectual growth that would be difficult 
to achieve in an office apprenticeship sys- 
tem. We are concerned, however, that the 
pressure-packed nature of student life at

some campuses is undermining that advan- 
tage. Are schools of architecture truly pro- 
ducing 'problem solvers,’ able to integrate 
knowledge from many disciplines, and ready 
to relate emphathetically to a variety of 
clients, if students have little time to pause 
and reflect on the deeper meanings of what 
they are learning?...A practicing architect in 
Minneapolis agreed: 'To have to occasion- 
ally put in long hours is fine. But to have to 
practically kill yourself to do well, to finish the 
project, is ridiculous. | think it's the result of 
a male-dominated profession -- a competi- 
tive, prove-your-manhood, "I'm tough, | can 
take it" sort of thing. That mentality is coun- 
terproductive to the nature of our profes- 
sion. You need to learn to cooperate, not 
compete.’ " 


"At firms [in which] internship seemed mutu- 
ally satisfying to interns and employers...a 
key ingredient for success seemed to be a 
clear corporate commitment to regard in- 
terns not as burdens or expenses but as 
long-term investments. And further, such 
firms tended to regard continued training 
and education for a// employees -- young 
and old -- as vital to their overall missions. 
‘We don't hire "temporary" people,' said 
Wilson Pollock of ADD Inc, in Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. 'We are investing in people 
and we want them to grow with us. We have 
100 hours in training for people. We spend 
$6,000 in hard costs per new employee. We 
train alot more than other firms. We put our 
training programs on e-mail to our employ- 
ees, and if they don't sign up by themselves, 
we encourage them.'...When all is said and 
done, internship, in order to be beneficial 
and effective, must be a partnership be- 
tween the worlds of education and practice. 
It is unreasonable for schools simply to hand 
graduates off like footballs to firms which are 
then left to carry, largely on there own, the 
financial and pedagogical responsibilities of 
internship. At the same time, we concluded 
that what is urgently needed is a fundamen- 
tal change in corporate behavior toward 
interns. It is time, we believe, for all firms that 
hire interns to take stock of their motivations 
-- for the sake of both the profession and 
beginning architects." 


"Perhaps never in history have the talents, 
skills, the broad vision and the ideals of the 
architecture profession been more urgently 
needed. The profession could be powerfully 
beneficial at a time when the lives of families 
and entire communities have grown increas- 
ingly fragmented, when cities are in an era of 
decline and decay rather than limitless 
growth, and when the value of beauty in 
daily life is often belittled...Graduates should 


be knowledgeable teachers and listeners, 
prepared to talk with clarity and understand- 
ing to clients and communities about how 
architecture might contribute to creating not 
just better buildings, but a more wholesome 
and happy human condition for present and 
future generations. Schools of architecture, 
in other words, should educate students for 
both competence and caring -- in service to 
the nation." 


Architects are shaping new 
legislation 





Stimulated by the enormous success of the 
first annual "Architects on Beacon Hill" event 
in April, the community of Massachusetts 
architects is mobilizing itself to take advan- 
tage of our new connections to our State 
Senators and Representatives. 


We are now exploring the possibility of filing 
legislation dealing with Chapter 149 filed 
sub-bid requirements, simplification of the 
State building codes, improving public agen- 
cies procurement processes, creating in- 
centives for historic structure preservation, 
and redrafting professional licensing laws. 
These were the top five issues identified as 
crucial by those of you who responded to our 
survey of Massachusetts architects a few 
months ago. We urge you to join us now at 
our 8:30 am breakfast meetings on the 
second Tuesday of every month at the BSA 
as we draft appropriate legislation and en- 
tertain other proposals for legislative action. 


Of course, we also are planning the next 
major activity focusing on Beacon Hill, which 
is our annual Legislative Breakfast for new 
Senators and Representatives in January.

Six new volumes have been added to the 
BSA's Special Publications inventory, all of 
which may be ordered now from the BSA: 


Design Smart/Energy-Efficient Archi- 
tectural Design Strategies -- produced by 
the Canadian design firm, The Kasian 
Kennedy Design Partnership, and the Ca- 
nadian energy utility B.C. Hydro, this 75- 
page manual is, according to the authors, 
designed "to provide the architectural de- 
signer with a set of easily accessed concep- 
tual tools primarily focused on energy-sav- 
ing strategies to be employed in commercial 
buildings." This design primer focuses gen- 
erally on evaluation, daylighting, the building 
envelope, mechanical/electrical issues, 
codes/methods/materials, and case stud- 
ies. It is BSA Special Publication #148. 


Universal Design/Creative Solutions 
for ADA Compliance by Reberta L. Null, 
Ph.D. with Kenneth F. Cherry -- this is a 
comprehensive, 320-page "book of ideas 
and examples, descriptive more than pre- 
scriptive," that ranges from a description of 
the ADA legislation itself to definitions of 
universal design and descriptions of the 
universal design process, implications for 
facility managers, enabling products, uni- 
versal design in the office, design in public 
and commercial environments, universal de- 
sign in the home, and marketing universal 
design -- and all this is presented in essays 
by over three dozen universal design ex- 
perts. It is BSA Special Publication #147. 


ReModel ! An Architect's Advice on 
Home Renovation by Greg Gibson AIA -- 
this is a270-page guide on home renovation 
that seeks to show the reader how to deter- 
mine remodeling viability, estimate project 
costs and investment value, choose a project 
method that works best for the owner, find/ 
hire/negotiate/contract with a designer and 
a builder, keep the project on track and 
within budget, shop for/select/approve the 
installation of products and finishes, live in 
the house while construction is going on, 
minimize risk by managing cash flow, and 
close up the job only when the level of quality 
you want has been realized. While clearly 
aimed at the homeowner/client, there may 
be a few architects who find this guide of 
value. It is BSA Special Publication #144. 


House Design/Artand Practice by Alfredo 
DeVido FAIA -- this 240-page volume is 
aimed directly at both architects and clients; 
the author begins by focusing on functional/ 
"constructional"/social/symbolic housing 
needs, the people and groups that build 
houses (developers, home-builders, gov- 
ernments, architects, etc.), types of houses 


(from single-family to dense urban group- 
ings and towers), aspects of livability, types 
of clients, intangibles of good architecture, 
the architect's job, the design process, and 
construction. It is BSA Special Publication 
#145. 


Understanding Architectural Drawings: 
A Guide for Non-Architects by John J. 
Cullinane AIA -- published by The Preserva- 
tion Press, this 140-page guide for people 
who may be responsible for reviewing archi- 
tectural drawings or evaluating construction 
documents focuses on what to view, stages 
of the work, drawing sheets and scales, the 
drawings themselves (site development, 
landscaping, floor plans, elevations, build- 
ing sections and on and on), specifications, 
building systems (doors and windows), build- 
ing materials, and "the language of architec- 
ture." It is BSA Special Publication #146; it 
includes a 40-page reprint of the "Secretary 
of the Interior's Guidelines for Rehabilitating 
Historic Buildings," which is also available 
separately from the BSA as Special Publica- 
tion #116. 


And, finally, the confection: 


Architectural Follies in America: An 
Illustrated Guide to 130 of the Most Un- 
usual Structures in America by Gwyn 
Headley -- this delightful, 222-page book is 
evidently the result of the author's unusual 
trip around the United States visiting all of 
those architectural wonders that are never 
on anybody's architectural walking tour; the 
selection of 130 buildings is divided into 
"cloud-capp'd towers, pavilions of splendor, 
gorgeous palaces, scrap shacks, miracle 
houses (the American dream), parks and 
gardens, solemn temples, the great globe 
itself, eye catchers, replicas, copies, and the 
seven wonders of the world, billboard and 
animal architecture...and the rest." It's a trip. 
It's also BSA Special Publication #143.

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Steel construction papers

"Metal Stairs and Railings: Will the Respon- 
‘sible Designer Please Step Forward ?" is the 
title of a new paper just released by the 
Structural Steel Fabricators of New England 
(SSFNE) based on the work of a task force 
that included architects, engineers, and fab- 
ricators. 


The paper was co-authored by Joe Pryse 
AIA of Leers Weinzapfel Associates, Emil 
Troup, P.E., Consultant to SSFNE, and 
Scott Blackburn, a steel fabricator with 
Nashoba Valley Structural. Pryse and Troup 
presented this paper at a steel construction 
conference in Phoenix a few months ago 
and it is now available at no charge to BSA 
ChapterLetter readers. 


The second paper available from SSFNE 
details the myths and realities of pre-engi- 
neered metal buildings. It provides argu- 
ments that may be presented to a client by 
the architect of record (or to the architect by 
the structural engineer of record) who be- 
lieves that a metal building is not the most 
cost-effective solution for a particular project. 
Included with this paper is a Factory Mutual 
Record reprint of an article on the problems 
with metal buildings under ponding, wind 
and snow loads.

Government Affairs Commissioner Ron 
Axelrod AIA reported on the extraordinary 
success of the Massachusetts Architects 
Day on Beacon Hill in April. He said over 100 
Massachusetts architects from all parts of 
the state arrived at the State House for a 
series of workshops and conversations with 
legislators on current and pending legisla- 
tion of concern to architects. Axelrod said 
the program is an annual one and that we 
hope to bring 200-300 architects to the State 
House next Spring.

The Board expressed enormous gratifica- 
tion for the contributions being made by the 
Corporate Advisory Council, the group of six 
allies (contractors, engineers, and attorneys) 
who are providing useful insights into the 
way in which the architectural profession 
and the BSA function.

Commissioner of Architectural Design 
Pamela Hawkes AIA described the ongoing 
development ofthe BSA's new Boston Lunch 
Forum.

Two new specification

Project-delivery handbook

While the BSA, through its various “future 
search" groups, continues to identify and 
shape the alternative project delivery meth- 
ods emerging in this industry, similar efforts 
have been under way in other parts of the 
country. A new publication, Handbook on 
Project Delivery, is a superb 150-page guide 
that describes eight methods of project de- 
livery in a clear, concise outline format with 
organization charts illustrating the contrac- 
tual and communication relationships among 
the principal players. 


This comprehensive guide for architects, 
contractors, and clients has just been pub- 
lished by AIA California Council, the state- 
wide component of the AIA. It is available 
from the BSA. 


The project delivery methods outlined in the 
handbook include what the authors describe 
as the traditional methods (design-bid-build, 
and "negotiated select team"), design/build 
(design-build, design-build by developer, and 
bridging), and construction management 
(CM as advisor, CM as agent, and CM as 
constructor). The handbook is designed to 
be useful to those who have small or large 
firms, small or large projects, and public- or 
private-sector projects. Each method is de- 
scribed according to the same criteria, so 
readers can cross-reference from chapter 
to chapter to compare critical issues such as 
capabilities required, cost and schedule, 
quality, selection processes, liability, etc. 
The handbook also includes a full-color fold- 
out matrix that illustrates all eight delivery 
methods on one page for easy comparison.

Outsourcing — has its time really arrived ? 


A recent article in Time magazine men- 
tioned that NASA was able to build an aster- 
oid probe in two years for $118 million as 
compared to the $1.6 billion it spent on the 
Galileo probe which took a decade to build. 


These phenomenal cost and time savings 
were achieved by farming the job out to an 
independent lab. In contrast, most architec- 
tural firms insist on doing all their construc- 
tion drawings in-house. While this, in theory, 
gives the office “total control” of the process, 
it wastes time, money and, in many cases, 
results in substandard quality. The reasons 
vary with each firm. The staff entrusted with 
preparing the documents may not possess 
the technical background information or fa- 
cility with computers to do a good job in the 
time allocated for the project or the firm may 
not have an adequate quality-control sys- 
tem in place. Whatever the reason, the 
outcome is the same: the final product may 
be flawed, the process inefficient and the 
cost in both reputation and financial terms 
high. Dividing the project into several pack- 
ages and assigning some of these pack- 
ages to outside consultants may be an 
approach worthy of consideration. 


While most firms are familiar with the con- 
cept and practice of outsourcing because 
we have used this approach in assigning the 
specs and code review to firms specializing 
in these activities, we should consider as- 
signing segments of the working drawings 
themselves to outside contractors as well. | 
know of only one progressive firm that is 
currently considering assigning part of the 
working drawings to an independent con- 
tractor to finish a segment of the project 
outside the office. This approach makes 
perfect sense if handled properly. It must be 
assigned to an experienced, well-qualified 
and dependable individual with a good track 
record in the area of the assignment. A 
signed agreement detailing the terms and 
setting the deadlines for periodic review 
meetings should be the basis for this col- 
laboration. The contractor should be treated 
like any other professional consultant. 


This approach would serve the profession 
well. An individual working as an indepen- 
dent contractor has a vested interest in 
providing a high standard of service in order 
to invite repeat work. He or she will keep 
abreast of the latest technology and may 
even develop innovative and imaginative 
solutions to problems to maintain a competi- 
tive edge. Outsourcing is cost-effective, as 
the following example may suggest: 


A standard 30"x 42" (9 sq. ft.) sheet is 
usually budgeted for 40 hours for the 
DD phase and 80 hours for the CD 
phase. The average salary for people 
involved in its production is approxi- 
mately $19/hr. Add 30% for benefits 
and the total cost becomes $24.70/hr. If 
we multiply this figure by 2.5 to cover 
overhead and profit, the cost of produc- 
ing a sheet in-house becomes: (40+80 
hrs.) x $24.7 x 2.5 = $7,410. 


A proficient, independent contractor may be 
able to produce high-quality work with fewer 
errors and omissions for $5,000 or less and 
deliver it in time for the project architect to 
check before issuing it for bids. 


Parceling the project into packages does not 
imply that the office is incapable of produc- 
ing the drawings on its own. On the contrary, 
it means that those in charge are smart 
enough to employ a more efficient way of 
doing things. It means that they are percep- 
tive enough to see what is happening all 
around us in other businesses and indus- 
tries. Outsourcing is the new paradigm for 
efficiency and profitability. Drawings may be 
divided into three or more packages: floor 
plans and the details relating to them, the 
exterior envelope, and an interior details 
package. The firm may undertake to do all 
these packages in-house or parcel out sev- 
eral (or all) to contractors. The latter ap- 
proach would free the firm to concentrate on 
the facets of the practice that architects 
enjoy and do best such as design, client 
relations, and orchestrating the efforts of 
many specialists. This approach has the 
potential for improving the way we practice 
architecture. It can foster improvements in 
production techniques that may be very 
difficult under the current delivery methods. 
The interconnectivity between remotely lo- 
cated computer systems can free us of 
spatial constraints and allow us to use the 
best talent available. 


Is it time for the profession to adjust to 
market forces in a positive and innovative 
way? Should we as a profession evolve and 
meet the challenges of the 21st century by 
taking advantage of the full potential of the 
freedom that computerization gives us? 
Should the AIA initiate a framework to pre- 
pare a corps of architectural specialists to 
form a pool for outside contract work? Should 
it provide a vehicle that would train, finance 
and guide experienced individuals who pre- 
fer that type of work and may not fit very well 
in an office hierarchy? The engineering dis- 
ciplines and the medical profession have 
their consultants who provide a valuable

service to their colleagues; isn't it about time 
that we established ours or are we too set in 
our ways to change?

NCARB announces 
changes in A.R.E. 





The National Council of Architectural Regis- 
tration Boards (NCARB) has announced that, 
based on the results of its field tests of a new 
computer-administered Architectural Regis- 
tration Exam, all divisions of the A.R.E. will 
be offered year-'round, six days a week ata 
network of test centers throughout North 
America beginning in February 1997. Candi- 
dates will be able to take the exam in any 
order on any day they wish and candidates 
applying for initial registration with any regis- 
tration board in the U.S. can take the test in 
any test center. 


In addition, the current 12-hour Division C: 
Building Design exam will be segmented into 
two parts -- Building Planning and Building 
Technology. The primary reason for this 
segmentation is to avoid making candidates 
sit at a computer for 12 hours.

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Is Article 80 the key 
to the city ? 


Recent newspaper reports -- including a 
recent editorial in The Boston Globe and an 
op-ed article by Richard Shea, CEO of the 
Medical Academic and Scientific Commu- 
nity Organization (MASCO) in the Longwood 
area -- suggests that Article 80, the most 
recent amendment to Boston's zoning code, 
will streamline the development process in 
the city. 


In addition to consolidating several other 
development-related articles in the code, 
Shea writes that Article 80 will succeed in 
enforcing deadlines for reviews of project- 
notification forms, impact reports and 
masterplans; separates "large" and "small" 
projects in the project-review phase spelling 
out the specific scoping for large-project 
review compliance and ensuring that small 
projects are now subjectto consistent thresh- 
olds relating to urban design and impact on 
local neighborhoods; applies Article 80 
citywide to standardize the review process; 
and identifies the BRA as the central agency 
for coordinating the reviews of several city 
departments. 


Generally, Shea says, the BRA deserves 
praise for streamlining the development pro- 
cess with Article 80 but should be encour- 
aged to seek alternatives to linkage, which 
remains part of the code.

The national AIA has voted to confer the 
1996 Young Architects Citation on two BSA 
members: Keith Moskow AIA (above left) of 
Keith G. Moskow Architects Inc. in Boston, 
and George Thrush AIA (above right) of 
George Thrush Design in Cambridge. 


This award is given annually to a handful of 
architects in the U.S. who have, at an early 
stage in their careers, demonstrated a unique 
capacity for leadership and achievement in 
practice, education, and other architecture- 
related disciplines. Nominated by the BSA 
for this award, Moskow and Thrush were 
honored in May at the national AIA Conven- 
tion in Minneapolis; they were two of only 
three American architects to be honored 
with this citation in 1996.

bits of advice for designers: give us more 
details on documents; improve coordination 
of architects’ and engineers’ documents; or- 
ganize drawings in the same sequence as the 
order of construction, rather than alphabeti- 
cally or in any other sequence; coordinate 
plans and specs better; move away from 
“boilerplate” specs; and realize that better 
documents pay off in lower bid prices, fewer 
changes, fewer contract mistakes, faster con- 
struction, and less litigation.

Despite many years of ex- 
perience with qualifications-based selec- 
tion (QBS) at the State level, and despite 
continuing efforts by the Commonwealth 
and the BSA and AIA Massachusetts to 
discourage fee bids, there are still are 
public agencies throughout Massachusetts 
that continue to require fee bids as part of 
RFPs. For designers who would like to 
respond directly to RFPs of this kind, there 
is an interesting example of one design 
firm’s approach in a recent issue of 
Principal’s Report. The letter is compelling 
and you may wish to adapt it. In addition, 
we also have come across a 1994 policy 
paper issued by the American Public Works 
Association affirming QBS as the appro- 
priate way to select designers. For a copy 
of these two items (available only by mail), 
AIA members in Massachusetts should 
send a 32¢ SASE to Fee Bids vs. QBS, 
BSA, 52 Broad St., Boston 02109; non- 
members should include, along with the 
SASE, a $5.00 handling fee payable to the

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Promoting litigation ? 

Itwas with considerable surprise -- and subsequent 
amazement -- that | read [Hill & Barlow attorney 
Penny Cobey's article titled "Changes in the project 
team are challenged" on page 12 of the May/June 
1996 edition of the ChapterLetter]. 


Throughout most of the article [Cobey is] pointing 
outthe rights of architects to change team members 
for good cause in accordance with M.G.L. c.7,838A- 
O. [Cobey finds] that Assistant Attorney General 
Flaherty's reasoning, in [Cobey's] opinion, "is im- 
peccable," from which | infer that [Cobey concurs] 
that his opinion also was legally correct. However, 
after three-quarters of the article in which [Cobey 
has] reviewed the facts of the case, discussed 
M.G.L.c.7, endorsed the reasoning and decision in 
the case, [Cobey] suddenly begins a one-sided 
“what if* description of testimony from one of the 
participants! The gratuitous conclusion [Cobey 
draws] from this seems to be that the protesting 
party should have sued the architect directly for 
something, that [the protesting party] received wrong 
legal advise and should have called another attor- 
ney (Cobey's firm?), and that the wrong here was 
other than an alleged violation of the Massachu- 
setts public bidding law. To what purpose ? | can 
think of only one. 


The fact that no discretion was used in identifying 
the participants in this case is not nearly as disturb- 
ing as [Cobey's] support for litigation between the 
parties. This is one advice column thatseems to be 
reflective of the extremely litigious nature of our 
society -- not of the mediation and public hearing 
process the AIA supports. On the contrary, it 
appears to be encouraging architects and engi- 
neers to resortto litigation as the standard course of 
action.

This ridiculous statement is but 
one of many shortcomings in a new series of four 
residentially oriented brochures the AlAis sending 
to thousands of our prospective clients. 


Ananecdote or two, ajoke, or little-known fact about 
the value of design would do much more to per- 
suade the home-owning public than a generic list of 
"1 0ways anarchitectcan help design your house". 
The writing is dry, clumsy and arduous. It does little 
to address the issue of the "bottom line". Nor does 
it attempt to repair the widespread perception that 
all architects are arrogant maestros, squandering 
the client's limited budget. How arrogant we must be 
to claim we can see through walls ! 


| found myself abandoning the document a couple 
of paragraphs into the text. There is no newinforma- 
tion here. A typical article in Better Homes & Gar- 
dens does a better job of promoting the value of 
architectural services ! Maybe we should try asking 
our prospective clients about their fears and expec- 
tations of architects. We could then follow up with an 
informative brochure that addressed their concerns 
rather than spieling our own profound counsel. 


For such a visually oriented profession, there are no 
graphics in these brochures. Noseductive sketches, 
enticing photo details, or even a glimpse of a work- 
ing drawing layout. Text fills every inch of the small 
glossy black 8-panel brochure. The choice of an 
understated graphic format is about the only posi- 
tive quality these brochures can claim. 


When | heard the AIA was developing a major 
advertising campaign, | eagerly waited. Disappoint- 
ment can not even start to describe my frustration 
with the dismal outcome of this campaign. "We 
make your bottom line beautiful" -- we have to show 
them what we mean.
